Claims 28-32, 33, 34, 35, 41 are drawn to multiple patentably distinct vectors encoding 
any one of the multiple patentably distinct products in claims 1-27, mammalian host 
cells, method to produce a heterodimer of chemric proteins made up by specific 
combination of functional domains and linkers. Each vector is a different invention 
because it is a patentably distinct product. 

~X Claims 36-39 are drawn to method of using any one of the patentably distinct products 
^ in claims 1-29. Each method using patentably product is different invention. 

The different inventions listed do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: The broadly claimed combination is 
anticipated by prior art such as WO 9701 580A (copy provided with the search report).
